The répoft said it is “essen- 
tial” for the international com- 
munity to provide the aid to 
Vietnam, because “the lack of 
such outside support will doom 
the country to great distress for 
many years to come.” 

Public Appeal Likely 

UN Officials said that Mr. 
Waldheim is anxious to involve 
the UN in coordinating the aid 
effort and that he 15 likely to 
appeal publicly for funds and set 
up a UN office to run the project. 

The UN team. in its analysis, 
concluded that “it is perfectiy 
legitimate" for thé Vietmamese 
authorities to seek to resettle 
some 8 million unemployed per- 
sons now living in urban areas, 
including soldiers of the former 
regime and thetr families. 

It said the resettlement could 
be in agricultural areas of the 
Mekong Delte and the Monta- 
gnard Bighlends that are arable 
but were either abandoned 
during the war or were never 
under cultivation. 

The shift of population thus 
endorsed by the UN team would 
involve the “officially encour- 
aged” resettlement of more than 
a third of the estimated 225 
million residents of South Viet- 
nam. 

Supplies Imported 

To achieve this, the UN report 
said, “all equipment and addi- 
tional supplies must be imported” 
and paid for by an international 
fund-raising effort at a cost of 
$142 million. 

In addition. the report agreed 
with the Vietnamese priority for 
reconstructing the rail line be- 
tween Hanoi and Saigon, and 
other tramsport needs. at a cost

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Changing Partners in Lebanon 


There are times when the chaos of Leba- 
mon takes on a mad kind of order—when 
some act produces a predictable set of re- 
alignments, as in a grisly country dance of 
death, when partners change, when new 


Wines confront one another, Syrian interren- 
tion in force has produced such a situation: 
The Mostem leftists turn against the coun- 
try that once supported them, the Iraqis utter 
warnings, the Christians cail upon the French. 
But the dying cortinues, and no one can 
yet say who js calling the turns. 

It has become largely accepted by the 
worid outside, as well as by Lebanese, that 
the Syrians represent moderation in Leba- 
non. This has its own frony, since among 
the nations actually engaged in the wars 
with Israel (as opposed to those like Libya. 
sshich are content to supply arms and en- 
couragement to those who do the fighting?, 
Syria has been intransigent. Moreover. in- 
ternally Syria is fam more radical than 
Egypt. to say nothing of Saudi Arabia. Also, 
Syria has never forgotten that Lebanon was 
once 8 part of itself, in Ottoman days, nor 
has it wholly surrendered the idea of a 
greater Syria that would re-incorporate the 
partly Christian coastal region that com- 
prises Lebanon. So the world watched with 
suspicion the earlier moves by Damascus. 

But what has arisen in Lebanon 15 a far 
more leftist, far more Moslem moremeni 
(even if 16 Includes the heretical Druzes), 


a movement that would make it impossible 
for 2 reconstruction of the Christian- 
Moslem alliance that gave Lebanon a rea- 
sonable degree of peace and & pronounced 
degree of prosperity. The succes of the mix- 
ture of Marxist. Druze, extremist Moslem, 
activist Palestinian elements that are oper- 
ating in Lepanon would wreck the nation 
as it existed and offer little prospect of 
unity and order. 

This would not be good for Syria, in that 
a close neighbor in prolonged economic and 
political distress piaces Strains on the Da- 
mascus government, especially since that 
distress is now dominated by trends far clos- 
er to those prevailing in Syria's rival, Iraq. 

So Syria, in moving its troops into Leba- 
non, has the sympathy (however much 
skepticism may flavor it (of all those who 
hope for a return of stable government to 
Lebanen, and some prospect of a general 
settlement in the Middle East. Its effective- 
ness 15 still in doubt: the reaction of the 
supporters of the Lebanese and Palestin- 
ian extremists among the other Arab states 
and in the Communist world cannot yet be 
fully gauged; the possibility that Syria itself 
may carry its intervention too far cannot be 
ignored. But at the moment, and given the 
circumstances, the Syrian troops do present 
some possibility of ending, or at least sus- 
pending, the blind blocd-letting that makes 
Lebanon 2 prime example of man's inability 
to live with his fellows.

$126.98,

Citibank Expert 
Sees 4-Per-Cent 
Growth in GNP 


NEW YORK, June 3 (Reuters). 
—Citibank economist Lief Olsen 
today predicted a second-quarter 
increase of 4 per cent in U.S. 
real gross national product, down 
from a 7.5-per-cent increase in 
the first quarter. 

Mr. Olsen, a Citibank senior 
vice-president, said in the bank's 
monthly economic report that 
the drop is not particularly 
serious as no one expected the . 
pace of growth would continue 
steadily, quarter by quarter. 

The second-quarter projection 
includes an increase in the infla- 
tion rate to 5.2 per cent from 3.7 
per cent but Mr. Olsen said he 
does not believe it will be the 
first leg on a climb upward to 8 
double-digit level. 

Mr. Olsen said the recent up- 
trend in the wholesale price 
index does’ not mean the con- 
sumer price index will rise by 
something in the same order in 
the next few months, because the 
link between the two indexes is 
not that close. 

He said the inflation rate ought 
to cool off to no more than 
5 per cent in the ¢hird and 
fourth quarters of the year. 

Citibank economists said the 
threat of inflationary pressure 
from supply factors is minimal, 
adding that the growth of plant 
capacity and utilization limits 
the likelihood of critical bottle- 
necks.

Norton, who is being guaranteed 
$1 million, is one of two 
who have defeated Ali, scoring a 
l2-round decision over him In

That has meant few coukl 
qualify for vocational schools or 
universities. ‘Those who have 
Managed to be accnitted have 
often droppe? out because of 
discrimination and their own 
immaturity that came from un- 
certain home lives. 

Miss Auh, Mr. Lee, and the 
two Kims have been among the 
most fortunate. Miss Aub is a 
university graduate im social 
‘work, Mr. Lee in chemical en- 
gineering, Kim Kap Joo is an 
electronic technician and Kim 
To Hym an auto mechanic, 
‘The Kims are not related (Kim 
is the most common name in 
Korea).
